RESOLUTION 


The 28th August 2005 


SUBJECT - Seat sharing ratio , fee structure & admission guidelines for M.B.B.S./B.D.S . course 

in respectof Private Unaided Medical/DentalColleges of Orissa . 


Pursuant to the judgement of the Hon ble Supreme Court of India passed in W.P (C ) No. 350 / 
1993 , policy guidelines of Government of India on admission of students and charging of fee in 
Private Medical and DentalColleges ,Governmenthavebeen pleased to decide that the Government 
quota and Management quata for Private Unaided Medical/Dental Colleges shallbe fixed in the ratio 
of 50:50 . 


2. Taking into account the huge investment required to establish and run a Private Medical/ 
Dental College , Governmenthave fixed the fee structure for M.B.B.S./B.D.S . course as follows : 


Fee structure for M.B.B.S. Course 


Government quota 


Rs. 1.00 lakh per annum 


Managementquota 


Rs . 2.50 lakhs per annum 


Fee structure for B.D.S. Course 


Government quota 


Rs. 75,000 per annum 


Management quota 


Rs . 1.50 lakhs per annum 


The above fee structure is provisional and is subject to the decision of the Committee on Fee 
Structure set up in pursuance of the judgementof the Hon ble Supreme Court of India . It is further 
stipulated that , 
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(i) If the fee to be fixed by the Fee Structure Committee becomes less than this present fee 

structure , the excess amountwillbe adjusted in the next year and if it becomes higher 
than the present one , the students will have to deposit the additional amountwith the 
Institution . The candidates will have to give undertaking to this effect at the time of 
admission . 


( ii) No other fee in any name or guise is permissible except transportation and hostel fee . If 

the institution is found collecting any other fees in any name or guise , the same shall be 
seriously viewed and Governmentmay consider to withdraw the N.O.C. and may move 
Government of India /Medical Council of India /Dental Council of India for withdrawal of 
approval accorded in favour of the institution . Governmentmay also impose penalty on 
the defaulting institutions as per the Judgementof the Hon ble Supreme Court of India . 


(iii) The student shall deposit the Admission fee in shape of Bank Draft and no employee or 

any other person employed by the management of the College / Institution shall be entitled 
to accept/take the fees in cash from the student concerned directly. 


( iv ) The Institution /College should bear in mind the dictum of Hon ble Supreme Court of India 

that imparting education is essentially charitable in nature and their motto should be to 
produce quality technincalpersonnel in different faculties for the betterment of the State. 


3. There shall be reservation of seats for different categories as outlined in the Information 
Brochure - JEE -2005 in respect of State quota seats only . 


4. The State quota seats shall be filled up from the merit list of JEE and the Management quota 
seats shall be filled up either from the merit list of JEE or from the merit list of the Common 
Entrance Test to be conducted by the Association of all the existing Private Medical and Dental 
Colleges of the State in a fair and transparent manner under the supervision of the Committee 
constituted by the Industries Department in their Notification No. 7868 , dated the6th May 2004 . 


5. To fill up the Management quota seats , the Management of each institution shall exercise 
their option of choosing between either of the tests i.e., the test conducted by the State Agency or 
the test to be conducted by the Association of the Private Medical/DentalColleges and communicate 
the same to the concerned authority and the Committee constituted by Industries Department in 
their Notification No.7868 , dated the 6th May 2004 before issuing prospectus. 


6. In case the Management of one or more such institutions decides to follow the association 
route to fill up the Management quota seats, the association of the Private Medical/Dental Colleges 
shall hold a Common Entrance Test corresponding to the test conducted by the State Agency like 
the JEE 


7. After holding the Common Entrance Test and declaration of the results , the merit list will 
immediately be placed on the Notice Board of all the Colleges which have chosen to admit as per 
these tests . A copy of the merit list will also be forthwith sent to the concerned authority and the 
Committee . Selection of students must then be strictly on the basis ofmerit as per the merit list. 
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8. The provisions contained in Industries DepartmentNotification No. 7868 , dated the 6th May 
2004 regarding constitution of Committee for fair and transparent conduct of Common Entrance 
Test ( C.E.T.) will be applicable mutatis mutandis . 


9. The institution shall have to follow the guidlines /time schedule issued by the Government of 
India /Medical Council of India /Dental Council of India , as the case may be, from time to time. 


10. On any issue relating to fee structure , seat sharing and admission guidlines , the decision 
of the Government of Orissa in Health & Family Welfare Department shall be final and binding. 


11. This Resolution shall come into force with immediate effect. 


ORDER - Ordered that the Resolution be published in the Orissa Gazettee for generalinformation 
and copies be forwarded to all other Departments ofGovernment/Accountant-General, Orissa .
